D. H. Hokett, who was charged by 
indictment with the murder of his 
wife, Mary E. Hokett, on the night of 
Nov. 29,1909, was tried last week, the 
trial taking up several days, and 
Saturday afternoon the jury brought 
in a verdict confining Hokett in state 
prison for the balance of his life. 
Hokett was represented by Messrs. 
Frank J. Ford and Cicero Gettys, ap­ 
pointed by the court to look after the 
interests of the defendent. 
Mr. Ford 
managed the defense and his splendid 
conduct of the case has won him new 
laurels. 
It was a losing case thruout 
but Hokett’s attorneys put up a good 
fight for him. 
County Attorney R at­ 
liff conducted the prosecution, single 
handed, up until just before the wit­ 
nesses finished testifying, when friends 
of the prosecution employed Hon. R. 
E. Carswell. 
The testimony was finished by noon 
Friday, and County Attorney Ratliff 
opened the argument for the state, 
followed by Mr. Gettys in a two 
hours’ address for the defense. 
The 
court adjourned after 
Mr. Gettys 
closed his speech. 
Saturday morning when court con­ 
vened a big crowd was on hand to 
hear the closing arguments of Frank 
J. Ford and R. E. Carswell. 
Im ­ 
mediately following the court’s rap 
for order Mr. Ford commenced his 
argument, and for more than two and 
half hours he plead for the defend­ 
ant. 
Frank was at his best and his 
presentation of the case was eloquent 
indeed, making one of the best speech- 
ea-heard in court for many days. 
Mr. Carswell, a prosecutor of state­ 
wide reputation, being one of the 
best criminal lawyers in the state, 
followed Mr. Ford, and for an hour 
and 
thirty 
minutes portrayed the 
defendent and the crime is his con­ 
vincing manner. 
This speech closed 
the argument. 
The charge of the 
court was reae and at 12:15 the jury 
retired to deliberate. 
The crime for which Hokett has for­ 
feited his liberty was one of the most 
brutal in the criminal annals of this 
section of Texas. 
Hokett, it was 
proven at the trial, is a much mar­ 
ried man, his 
last wife being his 
fourth. 
He had been married to the 
last one a little less than two weeks 
when, on the night of Nov. 29th the 
terrible crime was committed. A gun 
shot was heard by neighbors, and 
when they came on the scene were in­ 
formed by Hokett that his wife had 
committed 
suicide. 
Investigation 
showed that part of Mrs. Hokett’s 
face and head had been blown away

breech loading shot gun. 
The body 
up to breast was covered with the 
bed coverlets. 
A baby of Mrs Ho­ 
kett’s was found sitting on the floor 
near the bed with blood of its mother 
on its head. 
Hokett’s statement that his wife de­ 
stroyed herself did not seem plaus- 
able to the neighbors, and an investi­ 
gation was instituted with the result 
that he was 
indicted for murder. 
The evidence was all circumstantial 
but it linked up well. 
It was proven 
at the trial that it was a physical im­ 
possibility for the woman to have 
pulled the trigger of the gun with her 
hand, and the theory advanced by 
the prosecution that she tripped the 
trigger with her toe was exploded by 
the fact that Mrs. Hokett’s feet and 
body up to the breast was under the 
covers, while the gun was found on 
top of the bedding. 
It was proven that Mrs. Hokett did 
not write the note purporting to be 
her’s and stating that she was tired 
of living and intended to destoy her­ 
self. 
The note, while printed with a 
lead pencil, the bad spelling in it 
was 
characteric of the spelling in 
Hokett’s letters produced in the trial. 
As stated, all the evidence intro­ 
duced was circumstantial, but it con­ 
nected up well. 
When the verdict of the jury was 
read in court Saturday afternoon 
Hokett was the coolest and most un­ 
concerned appearing 
man 
in 
the 
room.

Literally mashed to a pulp, Bob 
Curtner, of Anneville community, a 
car repairer in the employ of the Rock 
Island railroad, was taken from be­ 
neath a box car which had fallen on 
him in the yards of that road Thurs­ 
day of last week at 5 o ’clock, in Fort 
Worth. Curtner lived about twenty 
minutes after he was taken from be­ 
neath the car, dying before the am­ 
bulance which had been summoned 
could reach the roundhouse. 
Curtner was at work under the car, 
which was resting on two jackscrews, 
one being at each end of the car. 
He 
was adjusting some bolts in one of 
the iron plates when the car swayed, 
causing one of the jack blocks to slip 
and allowed the car to fall. 
Curtner 
was lying between the wheels and a 
large beam beneath the car known as 
the draw beam, and when the car slip­ 
ped from the jackscrew its entire weight 
came down on his body. Fellow work­ 
ers on hearing his cries rushed to his 
assistance. Other jackscrews 
were 
hurriedly procured, and with these 
the imprisoned man's friends frantic­ 
ally set to work to release him. 
Fully 
ten minutes elapsed before the car 
was raised high enough to permit 
Curtner s body to be taken from be­ 
neath it. 
Within fifteen minutes after 
he had been rescued by his friends 
the injured man died. 
The body was 
taken to his home by the Fort W orth 
Undertaking company, where it was 
found that all the hones of the chest 
and back were crushed. 
Justice Maben rendered a verdict of 
death due to an accident. 
Curtner was 25 years of age and had 
been a resident of Fort W orth for three 
years, coming here from Anneville, 
Wise county. Texas, near Boyd. Since 
corning here he has lived at 1315 John­ 
son street. 
He has been married about 
eight years and was the father of four 
children. 
He was a member of the 
Woodmen of the W orld lodge of this 
city. 
The deceased is survived by his wid­ 
ow, four small children, two sisters 
and one brother, who live at Fort 
Worth; Mrs. Will Deam, Mrs. F lor­ 
ence Shannon and Ed Curtner, a car 
repairer in the employ of the Rock 
Island. 
He is also survived by his mother 
and an invalid sister, who lived in 
Boyd. 
The remains were intered at Boyd

Bluefields, via New' Orleans, Jan. 17. 
—The official declaration of Capt. The- 
siger of the British warship Scylla, 
stationed in Nicaragua 
waters, that 
there shall be no fighting at Greytown, 
is still regarded by local Americans as 
a move not as innocent as appears on 
the surface. Many declare that it looks 
like a covert slap at the United States. 
While a similar order with reference 
to Bluefields before the battle of Re- 
creo was given by Capt. Shipley of the 
Des Moines, it is pointed out that the 
situations were not 
parallel. 
There 
w'ere no troops within sixty miles of 
Bluefields and Shipley’s mandate oc­ 
casioned no embarrassment. The Gov­ 
ernment troops are in Greytown and 
just how Gen. Matuty is to defeat them 
unless Capt. Thesiger compels them to 
move outside the town, which would 
put him in the position of interposing 
armed intervention, 
is puzzling the 
Estrada Government. 
Greytown is the sole British legacy 
remaining from the old 
“Mosquito** 
coast. 
Although the town has fallen 
into decay, such property as there is 
is owned by British subjects, many of 
them negroes from Jamaica. Notwith­ 
standing this the United States rec­ 
ognized the blockade which $sy$da 
declared against Greytown. 


GREAT ICE GORGE IN THE OHIO RIVER 


Watch Is Kept Night and Day to Pro 
tect Vessels. 
Louisville: 
The ice gorge at Wolf 
Creek, on the Ohio, remains almost as 
solid as granite and Monday the jam­ 
med ice extends from the extreme 
western edge of Louisville to Brand­ 
on lung, a distance of about seventy 
miles.

holding back the water and a heavv 
rainfall in the Ohio Valley,

loss 
from Hood is imminent.

England was tired 
of the 
fickle 
S tu a r t . kings. 
Queen Anne was the 
last of- the Stuart line perm itted to 
reign in England. On her death parlia­ 
m ent gave the throne to George, elec­ 
tor of Hanover, a stolid German, who 
could speak no word of English and 
whose claim to the crown was based 
on his descent from Jam es I. 
Anne 
had had a younger brother, Jam es, 
who was next in line as monarch. But 
the English people-.at large had had 
enough, of the Stuarts. 
So they set 
aside 
Jam es’ 
pretensions. 
Jam es 
lived oil in France, where he kept up 
a semi-regal court, supported largely 
by contributions from “loyal” 
Eng 
lish 
friends 
known 
as 
Jacobites. 
Jam es had a son, who, at 25, resolved 
to make an effort 
at 
winning 
the 
British throne. 
This 
son 
had 
been 
som ewhat 
lengthily christened Charles Edw ard 
Louis Philip Casimir Stuart. 
From 
his beauty 
of face 
and 
m agnetic 
charm of m anner he was known as 
“ Bonnie Prince Charlie.’’ 
He had all 
the subtle attractiveness of his ances­ 
tress, Mary Queen of Scots, and the 
powder of so winning the loyalty and 
affections of those 
with 
whom he 
came in contact that they gladly laid 
down life and fortune for him. 
E s­ 
pecially did he appeal to many of the 
Scotch, who (never over-loyal to E ng­ 
land) were quite carried away by the 
young prince’s wondrous personality 
and who eagerly flocked to his stan d ­ 
ard. 
Poets and patriots for years 
dwelt on Prince C harle’s charm and 
said little of the undoubted fact that 
he was dissolute, a drunkard, incon­ 
stant. aud possessed of all the worst 
Stuart vices. 
To this day there are 
hundreds of Scots to whom his nam e 
is an honored household word. 
Prince Charlie landed in Scotland 
in 1745, raised 6,000 men, captured 
several cities and marched 
tow ard 
London. 
But he was soon forced to 
retreat. 
An English arm y followed 
him and, at Culloden, April 16, 1746, 
annihilated his forces. Charles was a 
refugee, with a rew ard of $150,000 of­ 
fered for his head. 
Then it was that 
Flora McDonald came into his life. 
She was a Highland lass of old and 
noble family and spent much of her 
time at a country estate on the island 
of 
Skye. 
Although 
she 
was only 
26 she already had a m erited rep u ta­ 
tion for 
wit 
and 
resource. 
Capt. 
O’Neill, one of C harles’ followers, de­ 
clared that if any one could rescue 
the prince from his dilem ma it was 
Flora McDonald. 
So to Flora the cap­ 
tain went, with an appeal th at she set 
her clever brain to work (and inci­ 
dentally risk her life) 
by planning 
dome means of escape for the royal 
fugitive. 
Flora saw no reason why 
she should put her life and liberty in 
danger by befriending a man who was 
flying from British justice. 
So she re- 
jfused. 
B ut O’Neill was not discouraged. He 
Tuiew the m agnetism of C harles’ m an­ 
ner and counted on it to win where 
argum ent had failed. 
So he brought 


about a m eeting betw een 
the 
two 
young people. 
The result was all he 
had foreseen. 
Flora, completely won 
by 
Prince 
Charlie’s 
fascinations, 
agreed to do all in her power for 
him. 
The English soldiery were close 
behind him, and desperate m easures 
were necessary: 
Flora dressed the 
prince as a woman and passed him 
off 
as 
her Irish 
servant, 
“Betty 
Burke.” 
Thus 
disguised, 
Charles 
w’ent safely, under F lora’s escort,, to 
the island of Skye. She hid him in her 
house there for some time-, until the 
first zeal of the soldiers’ pursuit had 
died down. Then she m anaged to get 
him 
transported to France. 
Never 
again after they said farewell at the 
seashore did the twro meet. 
Yet all

life 
Flora 
kept fresh in her 
°ya y- 
rom antic heart the 
memory of the prince. 


The British governm ent found out 
her share in Charles’ escape and she 
was sent to prison. There she rem ain­ 
ed for a year. 
After her release she 
married and later em igrated to Amer­ 
ica, settling with her husband and 
numerous children in North Carolina. 
Thence, during the revolutionry war, 
she sailed for Scotland. 
On the way 
home her ship was attacked by a 
French frigate. 
Pistol in hand, Flora 
fought side by side with the bravest 
sailors, even after 
her 
arm 
was 
broken by a bullet. Through her cour 
age the French ship wras beaten off. 


When, in 1790, the 70-year-old worn 
an lay dying, her last request was 
that her body be wrapped, for its final 
sleep, in a treasured old sheet that 
had once covered Charles while he 
was her guest a t Skye. 
For more 
than 40 years she had jealously pre­ 
served th at odd relic and had secret­ 
ly enshrined in her thoughts the im* 
age of “Bonnie Prince Charlie.”

SAIL WAGON HERE 


Wind to 
Propel 
New Vehicle 
Made 
In 
Germany. 


Department of Commerce and Labor 
at W ashington Interested in*Idea 
W hich May Appeal to Fancy 
of Sportsmen. 


I 


Washington. — The sail-wagon has 
arrived. 
It is chaperoned by the Unit 
ed States department of commerce 
and labor. 
Mechanical experiments, 
pneumatic 
tires, 
ball 
bearings 
and 
good roads have paved the way for it 
The idea was “made in Germany,” and 
the department of commerce and lo 
bor is showing the photograph repro­ 
duced on this page as proof of the 
actual progress of the idea beyond the 
mental stage. 
The sail-wagon was talked of as 
much as the steam wagon in the early 
days of the horseless carriage, and 
both alike promised but little in the 
way of practical usefulness. 
But now 
that the smooth and hard road, the 
ball bearing, the pneumatic tire and 
other 
improvements 
have 
arrived, 
conditions have so changed that th"' 
land sailboat is coming into 
view 
again. 
The German inventor has patented 
a simple and usable four-wheeler, 
it 
makes good progress over roads of 
the modern kind and over such sandv 
stretches as the sea beaches afford. It 
Is a very light vehicle and its steer­ 
ing apparatus is novel and effective. 
The four wheels are well separated 
as in the automobile, and arranged 
diamond-fashion. one at the fore, one 
on each side, and one at the rear. Tho 
peculiarity 
is in the connection of 
these wheels with one another. 
There 
is a rigid connection between the rear 
wheel and the right side wheel, also 
between 
the front wheel 
and 
the 
wheel at the left side. 
Then these 
two bars are joined to each other by 
means of a cross-bar or axle, but the 
connection is not rigid, but is made 
by a hinged attachment. 
The rider mounts to a saddle and 
rests his feet on this cross-bar or 
transverse axle. 
He steers by pres­ 
sure upon this bar, thus altering at

As soon TS Judge Brooks announced 
for governor, we read in his platform 
this statement, “ The Democratic p a r ­ 
ty, from its earliest history, has stu- 
piously refused to permit prohibition 
or anti-prohibition to become a Dem- 
6cratic tenet.” 
Nationally speaking 
he is doubtless right, but it is not 


t r u e as to state platforms and issues. 
F o r years the Democratic party in 
Maine has come out openly against 
the existing state prohibition amend­ 
ment, and the Republican party ha^ 
favored it. 
In Mississippi, Alabama 
and Georgia the Democratic party, 
through their legislatures, have giv­ 
en to the people state-wide prohibi- 
bition in tho form of a statute, and 
the party in Georgia elected its state 
administration on a proposition com­ 
mitted to statutory prohibition. 
A 
short time ago in Virginia the Demo­ 
cratic party elected a state-wide p ro ­ 
hibitionist to the position of gover­ 
nor over a Republican candidate who 
made his tight against state-wide p ro ­ 
hibition. 
This is an age of reform, and, when 
convenient, political parties can ar 
range their “ tenets” and issues to the 
demands of the times 
Judge Brooks 
said “ Prohibition is not an issue in 
this c a m p a i g n T e c h n i c a l l y speak­ 
ing, this may be true, as no election

n 
state-wide prohibition can be held 
until the legislature submits the prop­ 
osition, but practically speaking, it 
is 
not true. 
You 
would think 
state-wide prohibition was un issue if 
you could just listen to the psop.e 
talking over the state.

STATUTORY PROHIBITION 


Is the state of Texas able to pass a 
prohibition statute. 
Upon this ques­ 
tion some of our ablest lawyers in 
Texas disagree. 
Judge Looney, an 
eminent lawyer says that it can be 
done in perfect harmony with our 
constitution. 
Judge Brooks and Mr. 
Poindexter both say that it cannot be 
done because of the local option p ro ­ 
vision in tile constitution, yet it is n 
fact that the state does pass prohibi­ 
tory statutes, even with that provision 
in the constitution. 
But suppose the 
state cannot pass such a statute; nev- 
ertheless, it can pass a statute forbid­ 
ding the sale of liquor in quantities 
of not less than one or more gallons 
not to be drunk on the premises; and 
it can pass a statute prohibiting the 
sale of intoxicants within ten miles of 
a school or church building. 
Such 
statutes would be equivalent to p ro ­ 
hibition. 
BOCAL OPTION NOT AN ISSUE 


Outwardly and for sinister motives, 
every saloon man in the state, whole­ 
sale and retail, favor local option for 
the reason that it is not an issue, anet 
by supporting local option they hope 
to side-track some of our people and 
get them off the main issue. 
If, how 
ever, we are defeated in the endeavor 
to secure state-wide or statutory pro 
hibition, we can then proceed to have 
enacted more stringent local option 
laws 
W e will then see these pseudo 
local optionists show their proper 
color in opposition to such legislation.

14th J. F. W olters, state chairman, 
issued the follow ing address to the 
anti-statewide prohibitionists of Tex­ 
as: “ The election of a governor and 
members of the legislature in the pri­ 
maries to be held in July, 1910, will 
have an important bearing upon the 
final solution of the prohibition ques­ 
tion in Texas. 
W ithout a poll tax re­ 
ceipt a man between the ages of 21 and 
60 cannot vote at that election. 
Poll 
tax receipts must be procured on or 
before Jan. 31, ’IO to qualify to vote.” 
Mr. W olters closes his stirring ap­ 
peal by saying, “ Organize and get 
busy; do it now. 
Eternal vigilance is 
the price of lib erty.” 
Of course he 
meant “ personal liberty.” or rather 
personal license.
